failed from hence the 25th, of Fannarylaſt; (as well in Quality of

Bur before this Lattcr diſcourſe was ended-, the Governour 
cauſed 'the Priſoners to be (called over in a back Court near his 
houſe, and examined ſorne of them, one after another 3 who be- 
fore he had done, faid, though T have no order to deliver them 
to you, and. that I way be blamed, yet take them all with you ;_ 
and if there be any more, tet thera come forth immediarly. and 
they ſhall be diſcharged, at which Declaration', they all being 
46. i in number, gave ſuch Cheer-ho, that they made the houſe 
ring, ſaying, God bleſs the Rlething of England, which they called 
our Ship z immediatly I hoiſted out the long Boat, and had thew 
all on Board in leſs then. three hours: Whereupon I ſet Sail 'the 
next day for the Bay of Mettancey to Water, and'to to Port: Royal, 
Where I arrived the 2eth day of _ following ,. to the great: 
fGitisfaRion of all men here.
